Miller fell over on a sofa and 
died in a few minutes. 

Harris telephoned to the Magnolia 
Avenue Station and told Capt. Wilson 
What he had done. He waited at the 
Miller home until a pollceman came 10 
him.

When prepared for the street 
Mr. Whitmore took the lad along the 
muddy roads to i Clifton 
Heights Station and gave him into the 
custody of the Sergeant. At the sta- 
tion young Scoverchezk gave h.s hue 
as 1 Arthur avenue. 

To Mrs. Whitmore Scoverchezk stated

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday 
Mrs. Whitmore described how her 
practice of taking precautions against 
the concealment of burglars in her 
home had. been proved the part of 
wisdom. 


Sat Up Very Late. 

“Mr. Whitmore, myself and our 
children were at our grocery at 3436 
Watson road until 12 o’clock Monday 
night to accommodate the people who 
were out celebrating. We all arrived 
home at about 12:10 a. m. and Mr. 
Whitmore went to sleep on a couch 
in our bedroom. I remained up with 
the children, playing games. About 
12:30 we were ready to go to bed. 

“As has been ‘my custom for a long 


time I went through the house to see 
that all was safe. I peered into cor- 
ners, closets and under beds. When 
I looked beneath the bed in my own 
room I saw a form stretched on the 
floor. The face of the intruder was 
hidden by his, arms and he made not 
the slightest noise or movement. 

“I called my husband and told him 
to drag the form from under the bed. 
There was no resistance and we soon 
had a good look at the boy, whem we 
recognized as Scoverchezk. He buys 
goods for his parents at our store and 
is about the place a great deal. Only 
Monday he was around our home a 
good part of the day. 

“He told us that he had grown tired 
celebrating the close of the year and 
crept into our house to sleep. I asked 
him whether he hadn’t been all through 
the: rooms and drawers trying to find 
something of value. He denied it, but 
we found Mr. Whitmore’s revolver in 
his pocket and the children’s pennies. 
‘He had a small flashlight, too, just 
like those carrted by burelars.’’ 

Has Innocent Face. 

Scoverchez is now being held at the 
Mounted District Police Station. .He is 
a slim boy with big, brown eyes and an 
unusually childish and innocent face. 
But the police say that he has only 
been out of the Boonville Reform School 
six months and that he has been arrest- 
ed several times for stealing. 

The boy said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter at the Mounted District Station: 
“| just took a notion to go into the 
house. I was passing there about an 
hour before midnight and I went in. 
I knew the house and so had no diffi- 
culty finding my way into the kitchen. 
There I took a revolver from a drawer. 

‘“T searched around and found a 
child’s bank, which I broke open. But 
I only got five pennies out of it.

Any Time by Sheriff. 


Louis Nolte, Sheriff-elect of St. Louis, 
who Tuesday assumed charge of the 
office, succeeding Patrick Clarke, tolda 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he would 
conduct it in his own way, free from 
‘‘boss’’ rule or suggestion. 

“It hag been told in Some quarters,” 
he said, ‘‘that I am to be controlled in 
, the manner in which I conduct the of- 


'fice of Sheriff.

'of my duties or the men under me. ‘ihe 

work will be done according to my best 
conception of duty and the men are an- 
swerable to me alone. 

‘"Before the newly appointed deputies 
were brought to the Circuit Clerk’s of- 
fice to be sworn in I gave them a plain 
talk and outlined what I expected of 
them. I think they understand fully 
what I want. 

“There will be no regular attorney 
appointed to care for the Sheriff's 
‘fice as in the past. There is a salary 
of $2000 a year allowed for this purpose 
,;and most of the time the money is not 

earned. I intend to employ my private 
counsel when legal advice is needed and 
dispense with the regular salary.”’ 

As each deputy was sworn in Tues- 
'day, he was required to sign the fol- 
lowing contract: 

A Unique Contract, 

In appointing you a deputy sheriff, it is 
understood that you enter your emplos- 
ment with the express understanding ‘‘that 
it is at will’’ and ean be terminated at 
any time, in which event you are to re- 
celve compensation due you to the date 
of its termination by me and nothing fur- 


ther. Yours very truly, 
JOUIS NOLTE, Sheriff, St. . Louis. 

The contract, which is said to be a 
precedent in the appointment of court 
or municipal employes, Sheriff Nolte 
isays, is his own idea. It will empower 
him, he says, to rid the office of men 
who are incompetent without any dam- 
age suits or complications. 

“They hold their jobs on their merits 
alone. Fhis insures better service,’ is 
the way he puts it.

Francis M. Higgins today relinquished 
the executive chair of the Empire State 
“to Governor-elect Charles E. Hughes. 

A big crowd, unusually enthusiastic, 
witnessed the ceremony. The Gover- 
nor’s inaugural. address was not 
lengthy. He pledged himself to a sane 
and impartial administration, promis- | 
ing to do his utmost to remedy, in a 
sane but sure method, those evils which 
had been referred to so frequently in 
the campaign which ended in Mr, 
Hughes’ election. 

_The retiring Governor, Francis W. 
Higgins, in welcoming his successor, 
said: be ; 

‘Upon. the shoulders of the Chief Ex- 
ecutive of this State must rest heavy 
burdens, imposed by constitutions and 
custums. To execute the laws, t6 rec- 
ommend wise measures of Itgislation, 
to exercise the appointing power with 
judgment and discernment, to defend 
the liberties and enforce the rights of 
8,000,000 people—these are duties which 
try 





the mental, moral and. physical 
strength to the utmost. To this high 
Office the people of the State, reposing 
well-deserved -confidence in your IiInde- 
pendence, patriotism, ability and integ- 
rity, have called you. 

a | welcome you and wish you god- 
speed.” 

Gov. Hughes’ ‘Address. 

Gov. .Hughes, after a few words of 
compliment to the administration of 
Gov. Higgins, addressed himself to his 
“feliow citizens,’ saying in part: 

‘s“We have reason to congratulate our- 
‘selves that coincident with our prosper- 
ity, there is an emphatic assertion of 
popular rights, and a keen resentment 
of public wrongs. There is*no panacea 
in executive or legislative action for al! 
the ills of society which spring from the 
frailties and defects of the human na- 
ture ef its members. ~ But this furnish- 
es no excuse for complacent inactivity, 
and no reason for the toleration of 
wron made possible by defective, or 
inadequate legislation or by administra- 
tive partiality or inefficiency. 

“Wihether or no twe have laws enough, 
we certainly have enough of ill-con- 
Sidered legislation, and the question is 
not as to the quantity, but as to the 
quality o four present and our proposed 
enactments. 

“Slowly, but surely, the people have 
narrowed the opportunities for a selifish 
aggression,’ and the demand of this 
hour, and of all hours, is not allegiaince 
to phrases, but sympathy with every 
aspiration for the betterment of cGon- 
ditions, and a sincere and patient effort 
to understand every need, and to as¢er- 
tain in the light of experience the means 
best adapted-to meet it. It is the ca- 
pacity for: such close examination with- 

Out heat or disqualifying prejudice 
which distinguishes the. constructive ef- 
fort from vain endeavor to change hu- 
man nature by changing the forms of 
government, ‘ 

Law One Source of Evil. 

“It must freely be recognized that 
many of the evils of which we complain 

‘have their source in the law itself, in 
privileges carelessly granted, in oppor- 
tunities for private aggrandizement at 
the expense of the people recklessly 
created, in failure to safeguard our 
public interests by providing means for: 
Just regulation of those enterprises, 
Which depend/®n the use of the public 
franchises. Wherever the law gives un- 
just advantage, wherever it fails by 
Suitable prohibition or regulation to pro- 
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tect the interests of the. people, wher- 
ever the power derived from the State is 
turned against the State, there is not | 
Only room, but urgent necessity for the | 
assertion of the authority of the State 
to enforce the common rights. 

“We are a Government of 
not of men. We subordinate individual 
caprice to defined duty. The essentials 
of our liberties are expressed in con- 
stitutional enactments removed from the 
risk of, temporary agitation. But the‘se- 
eurity of our Government, despite its 
constitutional guarantees, is found in the 
=e tolllapnce and public spirit of its citi- 
zens, 4nd in its ability to call to the 
work of administration men of single- 
minded devotion to the public interests, 
who make unselfish service to the state 
a point of knightly honor. 

‘Tf in administration we make the 
standard efficiency and not partisan .ad- 
vantage; if in executing the laws we 
deal impartiall--- if in making the laws 
there is fair and intellicent action with 
reference to each exigency, we shall dis- 
arm reckless and selfish agitators, and 
take from the enemies of our peace 
their vantage ground of attack. 

“It is my intention to ‘employ my con- 
Stitutional power to this end. I believe 
in the sincerity and good sense of the 
peorle. I believe they are intent in 
having government which recognizes no | 
favored interests, and which is not con- 
@ucted in any part for. selfish ends, 
They will not be, and they should not 
be, content with less,”

A LID FOR DEADLY’ WEAPONS. 

On Wednesday of last week the newspapers record- 
ed the shooting of 24 men, the stabbing of two, the 
suicide of two with revolvers and the accidental 
wounding of three with revolvers. On Thursday 
eight were shot, two were stabbed and three took 
their own lives with revolvers. On Kriday there 
were nine shootings and two revolver suicides. The 
total shootings, stabbings and revolver suicides for 








the three days aggregated 59. 


This is an appalling record of deaths and injury 
from the free use of revolvers and knives—weapons 
‘which have no use or purpose except deadly attack 
upon human beings. While this record is perhaps ex- 
ceptional on account of the holidays, when drunken- 
ness is unusually prevalent, yet the record indicates 
the deadly results of the habit of owning and car- 
rying weapons. It gives point and emphasis to the 
interesting suggestion of Judge Franklin Ferriss that 
the manufacture and sale of weapons such as revolv- 
‘ers, dirks and bowie knives, slung shots and brass 


‘knuckles be prohibited. Judge Ferriss outlined his 
_auggestion in the Sunday Post-Dispatch of last Sun- 


day and he offered forceful arguments in favor of 
laws-abolishing weapons which can be concealed on 
the person and which aré designed and used wholly 
for attack on persons. ‘The suggestion is based upon 
experience on the bench, in which Judge Ferriss 
found that the prolific cause of deadly assaults, sul- 

di and accidental shootings was the habit of own-

Dectors Are Needed, ; 

A doctor should look over every 
son who wishes to engage in a publiie 
boxing bout. Ofttimes the principals 
In a boxing match are persuaded to put 
on the gloves by their friends just for 
a bit of amusement, and just as soon 
as the blows begin to sting then the 
boys go at it in earnest, and, being 
without physical training, they sue- 
cumb to overexertion, and often the 
bout terminates fatally. 

Murders were more numerous am 
the boxing fraternity this year than 
usual. Young Walcott, colored, was 
stabbed to death by another colored 
man. In Chicago Diamond Dick Tar- 
pey, a boxer of some reputation around 
the Windy City, was killed in a 
rel. At Hammond, I[Ind., on Se 19, 
Ferguson Laduen) kilied Paddy 
in an argument qer the Goldfield fight. 

Of the boxers RAccidentally killed out 
of the ring, Johmny Ritchie was the 
best known. Ritchie, while hunting at 
San Diego, Cal., accidentally discharged 
his gun, with fatal results. Others were 
Charley Vokes, killed by a fall; Kid - 
Wango, run over by an engine, and 
Kid Murphy, struck by an: automobile 
while crossing the streets of Chicago.
